MEASURED By FLOWERS. 


Novel Sun Dial Made of Foliage, 
Which Time's Flight Is Marked. 

The beautiful adaptation of flowers 
and foliage to the purpose of marking 
the flight of time has been shown, says 
the Jeweler’s Weekly. This was a bit 
of garden horology accomplished by a 
florist of New Orleans, La., and was de- 
cidedly clever in its way. In that case 
the time of day was approximated by 
figures composed of flowers, which at- 
tained their highest perfection and 
beauty about the hours indicated by 
the numerals which they formed. 

Two conditions were indispensable to 
the reading of time by this clock. One 
was sufficient familiarity with the 
flowers employed to discern the attain- 
ment of their highest state of perfec- 
tion, and the other was aiday auspicious 
for floral development. 

The most recently horological achieve- 
ment in landseape gardening is that of 
one of the florists in charge of the flora 
of the public parks in Chicago. While 
his work is not of the same order as 
that previously described, the result of 
it 1s a more accurate and iess compli- 
cated timepiece. 

The flower bed is laid out on the 
points of the compass, in the form ofa 
huge semi-circle, and foliage and flow- 
ers are grown in it in such a manner as 
to render it a perfect sun dial, or, as 
the classical inventor expresses it: 
““Sol’s clock.” A slab of stone of proper 
shape is set in the center of the dial, 
and casts the shadow by which the 
time is read. 

The idea is not strictly a novel one. 
Sun dials, composed of growing flowers 
and foliage, have been made in Europe, 
and it isnot improbable that in the 
days of the greatest popularity of those 
timepieces floral ones were of frequent 
occurrence. 


POPULATION OF GERMANY. 


Has Grown Faster Than Any Other Euro- 
pean Country Save Rassia. 

The statistics of the German census 
taken last December have been pub- 
lished, and Germany regards the out- 
come with general satisfaction, for, 
with the exception of Russia, it has 
grown faster than any other European 
country. The total population last De- 
cember was 49,420,800, as against 46,- 
885,704 in 1885, showing a gain of 2,565,- 
006 in the five years, and the largest 
gain in any five years since the estab- 
lishment of the empire. In 1871 the 
population was 41,085,792. In the next 
five years it increased 1,668,568, From 
1875 to 1880 the gain was 2,506,701, but 
from 1880 to 1885 it decreased to 1,621,643 
—a period during which immigration 
to this country was very heavy. ‘As 
to the character of the increase, the 
same rule holds good as in this country. 
The bulk of it was in the cities. Ten per 
cent. of it was in Bérlin, and more than 
one-half of it in the ten largest cities of 
the empire. As compared with other 
European countries, Germany in the last 
ten years has grown about 3,200,000, Aus- 
tria less than 3,000,000, the British Isl- 
ands, it is estimated, about 3,600,000, 
Italy about 2,750,000, and France less 
than 1,000,000—probably much less. 
The huge empire of Russia shows a 
gain d the same period of near- 
ly 15,000,000, which can be accounted 
for in part by the comparatively small 
outflow of emigrants. Thus, with the 
exception of the latter country, Ger- 
many heads the list.
